Throe elementary schools here 
registered 1606 pupils during 
the. first week of enrollment, re­ 
ports reveal. This number is 
slightly under last year's fig­ 
ures, due largely to the WRA 
abandonment of the Japanese 
relocation center, at the local 
flight strip.

Walteria school has enrolled 
107 pupils, which compares td 
103 registered for the same per­ 
iod last year. The average dally 
attendance, however, was 147, 
reached when the relocation cen­ 
ter housed Its maximum number 
of families. The school has four 
teachers Including th« principal, 
Mrs. Vena Bragg.

At Fern avenue, the double 
sessions have been eliminated 
this year due to the four new 
classrooms completed during the 
summer. Four new teachers 
complete the staff of 13. These 
are, Mrs. Darleah E. Allbrlght, 
Mrs. Margaret Hughes, Miss Eli­ 
zabeth L. Stephens and Mrs. 
Eva Thomas.

A total of 471 pupils are en­ 
rolled, Mrs. Carolyn Blackman, 
principal, announced.

PROTESTING CROWD FORCES 
COUNCIL TO DEFER LICENSE 
ORDINANCE; SALES TAX DUE

The Idea already has met with, 
widespread endorsement, and 
while Torrance becomes a char­ 
tered city next year, it is pos­ 
sible for a Sixth Class City to 
legally hire a City Manager.

It all started Tuesday night 
when City Clerk Bartlctt read 
for adoption as an emergency 
measure the proposed license or­ 
dinance contemplated to raise 
some $30,000 a year In revenue 
needed to meet the present city 
budget which actually.has not 
yet been adopted although the 
general tax rate has been fixed 

cents per $100 assessed 
valuation, one cent removed from 
the legal maximum.

C. L. Bailey, local cafe own­ 
er, was on his feet In a flash 
and started the fireworks just 
as fast In declaring that Hie 
taxes 'proposed In the ordi­ 
nance were not representative 
and failed to give the "Justice 
to all" which the council and 
the group pledged in its salute 
to the Flag of the United 
States of America when the 
meeting opened.

Bailey was followed by Will-

it can In some businesses, and 
Fay Porks said that he dkl 
not think the ordinance was 
fair.
The ordinance proposed a $24 

license fee for apartment houses 
plus $2 a unit a year over four 
units.

H. A. Baker, 7247 Hollywood 
blvd.,' who told the council he 
was in the "music business" and 
operates a string of juke boxes 
in Torrance and other cities, 
asked that the tax be kept in 
line with business profits.

"monopoly," meaning, it was ex 
plained after the meeting, that 
only one operator could afford 
to pay the $250 per year license 
to run juke boxes in Torrance 
plus the $25 per box license fee 
provided in the' ordinance. It 
was understood he als 
speaking for the marble game 
operators who would have to 
pay $1,000 a year to operate 
Torrance plus $25 per year per 
game.

Juke boxes and niurlile 
games -have been operating 
tax-free In Torrance for many 
yeara, while other cities get 
Ugh revenue from their oper­ 
ation, upwards of $100 a year 
per game or phonograph.   
At this point, Councilman 

George V."Powell's eyes scanned 
the throng which packed the 
council chambers and after de­ 
claring that he saw many in­ 
equalities in the ordinance and 
predicting the adoption of i 
sales tax of which he said hi 
was in favor, ho moved that the 
council defer action on the li­ 
cense ordinance. He said he was 
in favor of further hearings 
despite the need for the enact­ 
ment of the ordinance at this 
tifhe.

He failed to get a second at 
this time and with- the crowd 
prodding him on he appeared to 
waver in his position when it 
was pointed out that unless the 
ordinance was adopted the city 
would have no license ordinance 
in effect on Oct. 1.

Powell, seeing that his Motion 
was not being seconded by any

of the other three councilmcn 
present, declared that objection­ 
able features could be taken 
care of after the adoption of 
the ordinance and got "boos" 
from the attending witnesses. 
He did not like that at all, and 
reiterated his stand that the 
council has the right to amend 
the ordinance and is willing to 
amend it if* adopted.

Taking this cue, Councilman 
C. M. Gilbert moved for adop­ 
tion of the ordinance, after de­ 
claring that the majority of 
tho group In toe council cham­
